proffosition on which you nee I no informa­ 
tion. 
Tt is therefore concluded tha t you wish 
to know whether, in the opinion of the com- 
mission, efficient carriers and clerks of good 
character may l*e legally removed for partisan 
reasons— I>ecause they do n« jt agree in politics 
with the (« ostmaster. 
The commission Inis 
heretofore stated, and her© rep uts, tha t the 
power of removal is unrestricted, ex cept tha t 
a removal may not be leg a lly made for any 
one of the following causes: 
“ I, 
Because a person in the service has re­ 
fused to contribute to a politieul fund or for 
a political purpose, 
“2. 
Because a |M.*rs*»n lias refused to render 
political service 
Because a person has refused to permit 
the ap{K>iuting cih« .*er, or a ny other person in 
the civil sen ice, to coerce his political action. 
“ For any other can s© uny (» erson in the 
civil service may h e r moved leg a lly, and a 
P**rson ill« g a ily removed for any of the causes 
named can not, under a ny provision of the 
civil serv ice act, d.smund restoration. 
The law fairly construed, they say, is tha t 
entrance to the 
classified civil service shall 
Ik* upon tho merit of the a pplicant without 
regard to his political opinions or nfhliations, 
and tha t continuance» in tho service shall be 
u(» on tho employe’s merit without regard to 
his political opinions or affiliations.

fore the appointing oflicer who appoints or

People W ho ra tro nlxo Them am i Get 
A c c o m m o d a tio n s a t T rifling Expense. 
Not long ago a reporter, curious to test 
the truth of the old ¿ adage that “ one-half 
the world knows not how the other half 
lives,” made a tour of the cheap lodging 
houses, which almost completely line 
Chatham street from the Brooklyn bridge 
to East Houston street. 
As a rule the 
cheapest class of these lodging houses are 
patronized by tramps who, during the 
day, have begged a nickel or dime of 
some benevolently inclined person, and 
by inveterate drunkards who, having no 
home to go to, have pledged whatever 
article the pawnbrokers would accept. 
J n this class of lodging house the usual 
charge is five cents. * Having paid the 
man in charge of the packing case like 
office one is entitled to a “ 
bed.” 
This 
“ bed” in the bare floor of an outrage­ 
ously ventilated room, usually about 
twenty feet square, and no covering is 
provided. 
In this room are nightly hud­ 
dled together anywhere from twenty-five 
to fifty men. 
The close atmosphere of 
the room, together with the breath of the 
sleepers, renders the air sick ening 
in the 
extreme. 
No attempt is made at cleanli­ 
ness, and further, a man su ffe ring with 
any contagious disease is as readily re­ 
ceived as one in perfect health. 
Only a 
few months ago a man suffering with 
smallpox was spotted in one of these 
holes by the police, and after much delay 
removed to a hospital. 
The entrance to 
the lodging house is invariably through a 
narrow doorw ay off the street, and up a 
staircase, lighted only by a small oil 
lamp. 
Everywhere about the place ver­ 
min can be found. 
Rats and mice fairly 
overrun the place. 
It is the custom to 
turn out all lodgers at 0 a. m. for the 
avowed purpose of ventilating the place, 
but ventilation is impossible unless the 
vile building be tom down. 
The ten and fifteen cent houses are a 
little better than the “ five centers,” but 
not much. 
For ten cents one can get 
a cot bed in a small room with several 
others. 
Sometimes a mattress and sheet 
aro provided the lodger, but oftener he 
gets no covering whatever. 
For fifteen 
cents the lodger gets a “ private room,” 
which is one of many. 
It is made by 
dividing a good sized room, by means of 
wooden partitions, into a number of 
smaller rooms. 
In somo of them one 
finds a chair as well as the cot. A weak 
effort at cleanliness is made here. 
In a 
fairly large room near by soap, water 
and towels are furnished, and all are ex­ 
pected to avail themselves of their use. 
In this class of lodging houses the patrons 
are awakened at 7 a.m., when a general 
cleaning up takes place and everything is 
put in readiness for the next night’s 
lodgers. 
The next priced houses cost 
lodgers twenty-five or thirty-five cents a 
night, according to the accommodations. 
These houses aro all that a reasonable 
person in reduced circumstances can ex­ 
pect. 
For twenty-five cents one is frequently 
given a single room, but at some places 
the lodger is quartered with two or three 
other men, but in a separate bed. 
At­ 
tached to some of this class of houses are 
sitting rooms, where far in the early 
morning hours groups of d^n sit about 
talking or reading. 
Somo houses fur­ 
nish their patrons with a hath. 
The best 
class of cheap lodging houses charge fifty 
cents per night. 
These are patronized 
chiefly by poor mechanics and laboring 
men. 
Everything is done to make their 
patrons comfortable. 
The daily papers 
are kept on file, and games of eliess and 
checkers are permitted in the reading 
room. 
The entrances are large and wide, 
lighted by gas, and kept as clean as pos­ 
sible. 
Notwithstanding that every effort 
is made to keep these places well ven­ 
tilated, in the summer the heat is intoler­ 
able. -N e w

The 
medical school of the period we consider 
quite as much bound to supplement its 
pupils’ defective opportunities in botany 
as in chemistry —a branch that uo medi­ 
cal faculty could afford to ignore. 
Even 
in countries whero this particular defi­ 
ciency in the student’s preliminary edu­ 
cation is by no means so decided, if in­ 
deed it exists at a ll, botany is taught sy s­ 
tematically and practically . 
In France, 
for example, there are frequent herbori­ 
sations, conducted by men of world wide 
fame and duly announced in the medical 
journals.—New York Medical Journal.

Napoleon, the greatest man of modern 
times, was a greedy novel reader. 
He 
was one of the most voracious readers of 
novels that ever liv<*d. 
He was alway s

Of In terest to V iolinist» . 
In selecting violin strings it is safe to 
choose those of greatest transparency . 
Dullness of color indicates too many 
threads of indifferent material. 
The 
fourth string is covered with silver or 
copi>er wire, or a mixture of metals of 
great ductility . 
Silver is wound 
011 gut 
to good advantage. 
Those covered with 
copper wire give more powerful effects. 
Strings bearing either of these metals 
have a tendency to rise in pitch from 
warmth of the fingers. 
To obviate this 
annoy ance mixed wire is used, combin 
iqg power and softness, which is less 
liable to expansion. 
Fourth strings, as 
found in mark et, are apt to he too heavy . 
It is liest to purchase all sizes as they are 
needed, as they seldom improve after 
seasoning. 
Old instruments do not or­ 
dinarily require heavy strings. 
Medium 
sizes tiiat develop rich, clear tones are 
better adapted to mood, mellowed by 
a 
century ’s existence in the violin. 
Un­ 
duly ioading the bridge with coarse 
strings check s the more sensitive vibra­ 
tions and tends to dismember the struc­ 
ture. 
Prices range from #1 per bundle 
of thirty strings to $0 per dozen. Fourth 
strings are made in single lengths; other 
sizes usually contain two to four lengths. 
A catalogue at hand quotes them in thirty - 
seven grades. —Providence Journal. 


H ow Cold Ma y Grow. 
Mr. Daintree, indeed, found by experi- 
tuent that if a speck of gold were placed 
in a solution of the chloride, the gold 
would gradually grow into a small grain 
on any piece of wood or cork introduced 
into the liquid. 
In other words, the 
metal contained iu the chloride would 
come out from its combination as native 
gold, and unite with the tiny speck of 
pure metal which se rved it as a nucleus. 
It is not improbable that the gold in 
quartz got similarly dejmsited round & 
common center, 
so that in the most literal 
sense it may per ha 1» !>e true (in spite of 
Aristotle’s dogmatic statement to the con­ 
trary ) that money grows, though very 
slowly . 
It is a pleasant thought indeed, for the 
poor man, to k now that gold is even now 
still growing. 
Mr. Brough Smy th has 
shown that it can 
Ikj deposited nowaday s 
in appreciable quantities within compara­ 
tively short periods. 
Bits of mineralized 
timU r and 1 » earns from the galleries of 
the older w ak ings in Australian mines 
have been found to exhibit, under the 
microscope, particles of gold, intermixed 
with cry stals of iron py rites, all through 
the central parts of the wood; and this 
gold must, of course, have gathered there 
from solution in water during the few 
y ears that have clasped since the first dis­ 
covery of the precious metal in Australia. 
Mr. Uhrich similarly notes that in the 
gold drifts auriferous py rites is often 
found incrusting or replacing roots and 
twigs, and samples of such gold bearing 
wood, when submitted to an assay , have 
y ielded amounts of the pure metal vary ­ 
ing from a few penny weights to several 
ounces ]>er ton. 
Mr. H. A. Thomson 
further mentions a specimen of py rites 
which had gathered in the center of an 
old tree trunk , and which y ielded at the 
rate of as much as thirty ounces.—Com- 
hill Magazine. 


A Very D a ngerou» H a bit. 
It is not at all uncommon to see people 
scratching the passages into the ears with 
pins, especially hairpins, toothpick s, ear 
scoops, ¡» encils, etc. 
The habit is a very 
dangerous one. 
Many cases of serious 
inflammation of the ear and ¡» ermanent 
deafness have resulted from it. 
The ad­ 
vice: 
4‘Never put any thing into y our 
ear but the end of y our elbow,” ought to 
be heeded.—Demurest’s Magazine.
